MR. ALBERT JOHN PERRY 

It was with deep regret that we learned of the untimely death on 
December 26, 1971, of Albert John Perry, principal of Mount Pleasant 
Elementary School. 

Born in Killarney, Ireland on May 15, 1911, he was a graduate of 
Waterford High School and the Church of Ireland Training College in Dublin. 
He taught from 1932 to 1945 in Ireland, and from 1945 to 1955 in England 
before coming to Canada. Mr. Perry taught at Grimshaw for two years and 
at Wetaskiwin for one year before joining the Edmonton Public Staff in 
September 1958. He taught at H.A. Gray and King Edward School where he 
implemented the first pre-employment classes that grew into the Wagner High 
School Program. He was appointed as a Junior High School consultant in 
1963 having responsibility for pre-employment classes in 8 schools and 
modified programs in many more. 

From 1965-1968 he was principal of McKay Avenue Laboratory School 
which developed into the W. P. Wagner High School. When the W. P. Wagner 
High School was opened in September 1968 he was promoted to First Assistant 
Principal. 


This school has benefited from Mr. Perry's ideas and experience in 


providing an education for boys and girls who are unable to follow the 


regular high school program. Mr. Perry was the first to point the way toward 
the value of vocational education. 

Mr. Perry was granted a sabbatical leave during 1969-70. Upon his 
return he was appointed Principal of Mount Pleasant Elementary School where 
he remained until his death. In 1970 the staff of W. P. Wagner, in recog- 
nition of Mr. Perry's dedicated service to this school, implemented the 
A. J. Perry Award which is presented each year to the student who has con- 


tributed most to promoting school spirit.
